AGREEMENT REACHED 
AFTER CONFERENCE 


Representative Nelson!

Washington, December 4.—An ar- 
mistice under which the sixty-eighth 
eongress may be organized tomorrow | 
was agreed upon tonight by leaders | 
of the republican insurgent and reg- | 
ular organizations, in the house. 

Under the agreement, Gillett, 
Massachusetts, whose re-election 
speaker has been blocked for two days 
by the insurgents, is to be returned 
to office. This would clear the way 
for President Coolidge to deliver his 
first annual imessage to congress or 
Thursday. 

Announceinent of the agreement 
came late tonight after a confreence 
between Representative Longworth, 
of Ohio, the organization leader, and 
Representative Nelson, of Wisconsin; 
Woodruff, of Michigan, and Laguar- 
dia, of New York. Mr. Nelson and 
his colleagues said they could not 
speak for the ‘progressive bloc, but 
would recommend to it abandonment 
of the fight on Gillett. 

Pave Way to Agreement. 

The way for the conference 
paved hy a statement issued late to- 
day by Mr, Longworth after the house 
had had another four rounds of futile 
halloting. Mr. Longworth announced 
that after due time and within a 
wonth the house would be given full 
opportunity to adopt such rules gov- 
erning its procedure “as the majority 
may desire.”” The insurgents from 
ihe first of the fight had stated that 
allythey wanted was this opportuntty 
for the house’ to act.

“The only reason that nten are not 
tarred and feathered, whipped and 
driven from their homes and deprived 
of their constitutional rights dn Ohio 
is because the klan is not strong 
enough. When it is as strong here as 
it is in Texas those things will come.

New York, December, 4.—South- 
ern bankers, alleged to have been 
trading under fictitious names, were 
alleged to have refused to honor their 
own checks against deposits of cus- 
tomers, thus hastening the bankrupt- 
cy of Scott, Norris and company, 
which failed for more than $1,600,000 
last month, a bankruptcy referee was 
told today. 

The testimony was offered by Car- 
lisie Rowntree, manager and alleged 
head of the firm, which did business 
as odd lot cotton brokers, at-an in- 
quiry into the failure. Asked if the 
firm had experienced difficulty in 
collecting from banks jin southern 
cotton regions, Rowntree said: 

“At first we did, but after a while 
we got the system down to a fine 
point. But now it has got so bad that 
cotton brokers will not take bank 
checks for cash until they are collect- 
ed and the money’ remitted. The 
checks were often repudiated.” 

This often oceurred, he added, 
when the market went against a cus 
tomer. Although the bank might 
have notified the bankers the money 
was on deposit, the checks’ often 
would be returned, he said. 

Used Fictitious Names. 

“Fifty per cent of our traders used 
fictitious names for business reasons,” 
Rowntree testified. “Many times the 
business reason was that they were 
bank officials. We know many bank 
cashiers traded with us.”

The first plank of the platform ure- 
ed completion of the Muscle Shoals 
project and its operation by the gov- 
ernment, a child labor amendment to

the federal constitution and the con- 
scription of money, wealth and prop- 
erty as well as men in the event of 
war. The abolition of tax exempt se- 
curities and the administration of the 
federal reserve system so as to “pre- 
vent the arbitrary contraction of cred- 
it,” also was urged. 

As another farm relief measure 
plank which might react against the 
wheat tariff from 30 cents to 50 cents 
a bushel and the elimination of the 
drawback and rebate clauses permit- 
ting the importation of wheat for 
manufacture for reexport duty free.

While the republicans in both 


branches of congress are torn by

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
America is celebrating, perhaps 


not formally but in thought, and in 
love and esteem, the 100th anni- 
versary of the framing by James 
Monroe, of Virginia, of the cele- 
brated “‘Monroe doctrine” that has 
not only created an invincible pan- 
Americanism, but has held the na- 
tions of the western hemisphere 
into a band of unity in meeting in- 
ternational complications, and in 
potential combined strength against 
encroachments of other nations and 
other hemispheres. 

The position of this nation, as 
outlined in his Philadelphia address 
Friday by Secretary Hughes, who 
was an avowed advocate of the 
League of Nations in 1919-20, is 
that of unjustifiable selfishness as to 
the “Monroe doctrine,” and of para- 
doxical sentiment as to the relations 
with all of the nations of civiliza- 
tion on the globe. 

In the first place when the “Mon- 
roe doctrine’ was enacted it was 
in the shape of a pan-American 
treaty, and because it originated in 
America, a young and Struggling re- 
public, fearful of foreign invasion, 
it was no more the exclusive prop- 
erty of America than is the league 
of nations the exclusive property 
of France because it was given 
birth at Versailles, The position of 
the peoples of the two Americas at 
the time was weak. North America, 
between the Rio Grande and the St. 
Lawrence, had everything to fear 
from the mother from whom it had 
been weaned. The “Monroe doc- 
trine’’ was nothing more nor less at 
the time than a league of the peo- 
ples in the western hemisphere to 
Stand unitedly for peace and har- 
mony among themselves, and against 
aggression of outside powers—| 
representing in spirit, force and 
form the same ideals as the League 
of Nations with its broadened scope 
fo include the civilized peoples of 
the world. 

Its great influence for a united 
people on this hemisphere, and for 
friendly relations, commercially and 
diplomatically, has been the com- 
ment of the world, so much indeed 
that the doctrine of which the Vir- |

Editor Constitution: On November 10th 2 
generally published press item from S&t.

Keller to the effect that soldiers who re- 
ceived less than $100 monthly for service 
in officers’ training camps during the world 
war will now receive the difference between 
this amount and the pay they drew, and ad.

Allow me to state that such application 
made by me was returned with the notation 
that no additional pay is due as above after 
June 30, 1918. 

Your insertion of this letter in your col- 
umns would doubtless save others who served 
in the training camps after June 30, 1918, 
from the trouble of making useless applica- 
tion for additional compensation. In otber 
words, those candidates who served between 
the date of the first officers’ training camp 
and June 30, 1918, are entitled to and will 
receive upon application gn additional com- 
pensation of $70 the month: while those who 
served after June 30, 1918. up to the date 
of the armistice, taking the same intensive 
course but receiving for it only $30 a monih,

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The message of Governor Walker 
calling attention of the genera) assem- 
bly to the school book situation in 
Georgia emphasizes the importance of 
a situation which should not be ig- 
nored. : 

Antiquated laws framed to meet 
conditions which no longer exist im- 
pose limitations which make it diffi- 
cult for the school book commission of 
Georgia and the publishers of text- 
books to contract on fair terms for 
the books used by the svhool children 
of Georgia, these obsolete statutes im- 
posing burdens on the publishers 
which benefit neither the state, its 
schools nor their studerits. 

Unfortunately the same _ statutes 
make it compulsory for the schocl 
book commission to adopt uniform 
school books for a period of not less 
than five years, the present adoptions 
expiring by limitation with December. 
1923. 

The governor's call for the present 
extra session included consideratiun 
of free textbook measures, and nu- 
merous bills are now pending in the 
general assembly paving the way to 
the inauguration of free textbooks in 
Georgia. 

Changes Are Opposed. 

The governor, the school book com- 
mission and the general assembly rec- 
ognize the universal opposition, out- 
spoken throughout the state, by the 
press and the peeple against any un- 
necessary changes in textbooks, which 
impose a heavy burden of expense to 
purchasers, for the sole benefit of pab- 
lishers, only to dump into the discard 
books of recognized merit, sanctioned 
by long use in the public schools and 
approved and selected by the state 
educational authorities. 

If the proposal of the governor 
and general assembly to supply free 
school books to the children of Geor- 
gia is clothed with merit and pressed 
with practical purpose, the adoption 
of uniform school books in Georgia at 
this time, for another period of five 
years, will merely mean the postpone- 
ment for five years of any benefits to 
be derived by the school children of 
Georgia from any free text-book plan, 
because such five-year adoptions are 
effected by legal contracts, and no- 
body in Georgia is foolish enough to 
believe that a publisher with a five- 
year contract to supply school books 
at an agreed price will voluntarily 
forego his contract until its termina- 
tion. 

Dooms Free Books. 

If, therefore, the schoo? book com- 
mission of Georgia is forced, under 
the stress of existing statutes, to 
contract with publishers for another 
five years, the fate of free school 
books in Georgia will be sexled with 
the execution of such contracts. 


Governor Walker, in his message to 
the general assembly, while pointing 
out some of the hurtful limitations 
imposed by the existing statutes relat- 
ing to these contracts, expresses the 
earnest hope that the general asseni- 
bly at this specia: session “shall also 
provide at least a fourdation for a 
system of furnishing free  schocl 
books.” 

The senate, keenly alive to conditions 
emphasized by the governor, has al- 
ready, by unanimous vote, adopted the 
bill of Senator Beauchamp, which is 
now pending in the house, with a fa- 
vorable report of the house commit- 
tee on education. 

The extra session is slowly but 
surely approaching its Jissolution and, 
if any relief to the school children of 
Georgia can be offered by the general 
assembly, it can only be found in the 
prompt enactment of the Beauchamp 
bill into law. 

Educators Would Control. 

This bill deals primarily with tle 
free text-book question, and provides 
for the creation of a special commis- 
sion, to be composed of designated edu- 
eators of recognized reputation, hold- 
ing high positions with the leading 
educational institutions of the state, 
the governor and the state school com- 
missioner being ex-officio members of 
the commission. 

The commission is authorized to 
investigate .all conditions relating fo 
the inauguration and maintenance of 
a system of free text-books in Geor- 
gia, including the cost incident there 
to, and is required to report to tne 
next general assembly of Georgia, with 
a bill amended to carry ivto practical 
effect all of its recommendations. 

Recognizing the futility of any re 
lief, if new adoptions or renewals are 
to be made for a period of five years, 
and before the report of the commis- 
sion shall be made to the general 
assembly, the Beauchamp. bill pro- 
vides that, pending such report and 
definite legislative action with refer- 
ence to free textbooks, present school 
book adoptions shall remain unchang- 
ed for a period of two years. 

Popular Approval Echced. 

The sanction placed upun the Beuau- 
champ bill by its unanimous passage 
by the senate and its favorable rec 
ommendation by the house committee 
on education evidences the importance 
of its provisions and echoes its pop- 
ular approval. 

It stands second only in importance 
to a fair and reasonable solution of 
the tax problems now confronting the 
legislature and it is believed that tle 
house will stamp with its disapproval 
all petty pride of authorship. by 
promptly. converting it from the pend- 


ing bill into law. 


A TENDERFOOT IN MEXICO

Villa Acuna, Mexico, December 4. 
Villa Acuna symbolizes the degrading 
influence of the saloon. The town is 
inert until the lights come on. Mangy 
dogs nap in the streets, evil-eyed men 
and leering women peer at the pass- 
ersby from adobe houses from which 
emanate odors of filth. 

Our first stop was at the El Bravo 
snloon. The proprietor didn’t speak 
English. He had white bristling hair 
and a long white mustache heavily 
stained with nicotine. It was near- 
ing noon and there were no custom- 
ers. But news travels fast in Villa 
Acuna. 

Ragged bar flies swarmed about in 
ten minutes. Came also a strolling 
guitar player. He was 65—a_half- 
breed from Oklahoma with face fright- 
fully pock-marked and scarred. He 
was trembling from liquor and ex- 
plained he had been on a spree. 

He sang old cow puncher songs in 
a cracked voice and drank five drinks 
of the strong tequila in five minutes. 
Liquor prices in Mexico are about 
the same as are charged for the illicit 
stuff in New York. The bartender 
chalks up the amount before you on 
the bar. : 

Across the way at another saloon 
they were waiting for us. A _ tin- 
panny piano and a guitar sounded. 
The place had filled expecting free 
drinks. Even the brewery agent was 
there to liven up trade. In the rear 
a young tame coyote was circling 
about on his rope. 

A herd of the pathetic little moun- 
tain goats were baa-ing the woes of 
their imprisonment. I was impress- 
ed by the number of one-eyed Mexi- 
cans who hung ahout bars. ‘A native 
who spoke English explained their 
eyes were gouged out in fist fights. 

One edged up to me. “You buy 
drink?’ he inquired. His tone was 
threatening more than pleading. I 
bought. The saloons are — decorated 
With the crude Mexican idea of art. 


Most ‘of the art shows various eee, 


tions of officers. 


We launched at Mother Manyaa- 
mas at the end of the main street. 
She is an aged Mexican cook with a 
local reputation for culinary _ skill. 
The dining room ig directly off the 
kitchen—both with dirt floors. A 
pig was tied to the stove and chick- 
ens and dogs ran about in eaey 
room, The meal consisted chiefly of 
frijole, stewed okra, chili and other 
peppery Mexican’ dishes. It was 
served by two barefoot girls. 


Afterward we strolled down the 
street to gaze into the shops—if they 
could be called such. The butcher 
shops are little frame hutches with 
selections of hanging goat meat fair- 
ly covered with flies. I stopped into 
one store—more like a little hen coop. 
After a wait I saw a woman in the 
rear arise from a dirty floor mat- 
tress and approach. §Sjhe carried a 
baby in each arm. It ‘was an expe- 
rience completely to buy out a shop 
in Mexico. I bought the entire con- 
tent for three dollars and a half. 
And then turned the goods back over 
to the proprietress. I know — she 
thought me a harmless lunatic, 


Villa Acuna has its horde of street 
beggars. One they told me was 108 
years old and looked it. He sat on 
a burro—the stump of an amputated 
leg showing. His face was wrinkled 
like an ancient persimmon. We gave 
him a coin and before we had reached 
the next corner be had left his burru 
and was limping across the street to 
El Principe saloon. 


One's first contact with Mexico is 
&n impression of squalor. They tell 
me Mexico City is a second Paris. 
Judging from what I have seen it will 
bave to go some. When dusk came 
up I was glad to be off to the ranch 
30 miles away. I longed for the 
great open spaces. Poverty has always 
depressed me,

It is a problem that has existed in 
Atlanta for many years, and, obvious- 
ivr, cannot be corrected in a few days’ 
time. Provision has been made for 
the adequate care of persons who are 
denied the privilege of begging, and a 
working arrangement of some kind 
must be made in order to take these 
persons off the streets.

THE DOSE OF SLEEP. 


One of the theories of normal sleep | 
is that it is brought about by the uc- | 


cumulation of acid waste products in 
the blood to a concentration sufficieut 
to induce fatigwe in the brain cells, 
which results finally in sufficient de- 
pression of their activity to suppress 
consciousness. 

The constant activity of muscles 
during the waking hours—even if the 
individual sit in a chair or lie abed 
all the time—as well as the constant 
activity of the heart muscle and vari- 
ous glands of the body causesa grad- 
ual accumulation of acid waste prod- 
ucts, particularly lactic atid com- 


pounds, since their oxidation and re: | 


moval or destruction eannot keep pace 
with their production. The aceuma- 
lation of lactic acid compounds in the 
muscles is known to be the direct 
cause of fatigue. If lactic acid or its 
sodium salt be injected into the blood 
it will bring on a condt.ion of fatigue 
and finally a state of unconscicusness. 
The brain cells in activity also pro- 
duce acid wastes, though in far less 
quantity than the muselcs do. Muscu- 
lar activity, whether work or play, is 
more effective as a sicep producer 
than mere brain or “‘nervous,’ activi-

“T do not see how any one with an 
unbiased mind can hear or read that 
evidence without coming to the con 
that the accused was com:

Salvation Army 
Will Not Post 
Holiday Kettles 


This will be Atlanta's first Christ- 
nus season in many years without the 
familiar kettles of the Salvation 
Army on the corners of downtown 
streets. Yet the poor families who 
otherwise would be deprived of their 
holiday dinner, bought with Atlanta’s 
nickels and dimes, will feast just the 
same on Chrstmas day; for the Sal- 
vation Army will provide in another 
way the cost of these good things.

Schermann Gives 
‘Murder Mystery 


—

by North American Newspaper Alliance.) 
New York, December 4.—(Special.) 

After studying a photograph of Mrs. 


dead body was found beside that of 
Mrs. Hall's husband near New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., in September, 1922, Rafael 
Schermann, Polish phychographologist, 
declared with emphasis today that 
neither Mrs. Hall nor Mills had guilty 
knowledge of the double murder. 

Mr. Schermann, whose peculiar 
ability, or gift, as he calls it, has been 
demonstrated on a number of occasions 
since his arrival in this country, gave 
n private reading on both the Hall and 
Joseph Browne Elwell murder cases 
by arrangement with the North Ameri- 
ean Newspaper Alliance and The New 
-York World. He saw, for the first 
time, he said. a photograph of 
Elwell and deduced therefrom that 
the man “would meet a violent death 
at the hands of a subnormal person.” 


Reads Woman's Character. 


When shown a photograph of Mrs. 
Hall, whose husband was rector of an 
Episcopal churth in New Brunswick, 
and was alleged to have had a love af- 
fair with Mrs. Mills, a member of his 
choir, Mr. Schermann studied the pic- 
ture about thirty seconds then said 
quickly: “She didn’t do it. She ts 
resolute and has the temper of a 
tigress. She and her husband had 
many quarrels about other women. 
They had been quarreling for years. 
In a way this wife was neglected by 
her husband and it made her both an- 
gry and unhappy. She has today the 
blood of a girl of 21, but she neither 
killed her husband, nor had any guilty 
knowledge of his death.” 

With a sample of Mr. Mills’ hand- 
writing before him Mr. Schermann 
said: “He knows nothing of the 
crime, that is, he has no guilty Knowl- 
edge, but he was under a. terrible 
strain when he wrote this (it was 
written 18 days after the bodies were 
found) and doubted if he could estab- 
lish an alibi because appearances were 
against him. If he had been guilty it 
would have shown in his writing. He 
was fA poor physical condition, but 
innocent.” 

Clues May Be Found. 


Mr. Schermann deduced from photo- 
graphs and handwriting much that can 
not be published, but from which it 
if hoped a Jead will be found that will 
develop a solution of the crimes. He 
had previously seen Elwell’s  hand- 
writing but never his picture, he said. 
Yesterday he was furnished with pho- 
tographs only and was not given the 
name, After the study of the pictures 
he said: “This man is conceited. His 
chief concern is his personal appear- 
ance. He is a gambler and has 
equally bad or worse habits. He 
curses himself for getting into a bad 
his habits, but is unable to do 
His friends drag him back. 
far too little sleep and is constantly 
seeking new  intimates—men and 
Pwomen. With him it is always wom- 
en. women, women. He spends his 
whole income on clothes; women and 
other men. He seeks others who have 
certain of his habits and those who 
do, recognize him at once as one of 
their own kind. 

“He has toyed with the idea of 
suicide, but really fears a vialent 
death. - 1 see for him a very tragic 
end within two years after the photo- 
graph was taken. He will be murde1 
ed—yes, killed by a perverted man, I 
think. He drinks and admits all 
sorts of persons to his apartment.
